lage flees. The film has no plot. In this 
lies its truth and simplicity. 

Paisa tells of the advance of the 
American army in Italy, in six moving 
episodes. The best, most truthful, sim- 
ple and effective, is the last, a few days 
of the guerrilla activities in the Vene- 
tian marshes. We sce the Partigiani in 
their boats. We sce them fleeing from 
one island to the other, fighting, being 
killed. We see them rescue British fli. 
ers, the capture of the band, we sce 
them tied and thrown into the sea. 
With a minimum of words and no 
background music, the attention is held 
and the effect produced. 

The simplicity of these Italian films 
reminds one of the early French cine. 
ma. Now, the French films—although 
still better than the American ones— 
have become over-sophisticated. They 
are calculated for effects. In the realm 
of the fantastic, Beauty and the Beast 
by Cocteau, is a pleasure for the eyes, 
a study in photography, and almost up 
to the standard of. L’eternel lretour. 
Panique one of a crop of films starring 
Michel Simon, is artificial but most ef- 
fective. It illustrates the violence of a 
mob incited to lynch an innocent man. 
French films have a way of making 
certain scencs memorable, by some 
backround sound effect that fixes it. 
self in the memory: a door banging, 


is well worth a trip to see it. 

The French theatre is still in its 
glory. We regret not to be able to tell 
you something about Jean Louis Bar- 
rault’s production of Kafka’s: Trial. 
Since the novel was adapted for the 
stage by Andre Gide, and will be acted 
by Barrault, of Hamlet and Les en- 
fants du paradis fame, this production 
of The Trial should be terrific. 

Still a success in Paris, is Antigone, 
a drama on absolutes, written, produc: 
ed and acted in the best French classi- 
cal tradition. In the prologue we are 
introduced to the characters, and are 
told: “There is Antigone . . . she knows 
she will die at the end of the play”... 
The drama is then played out, and An. 


tigone dies because she will not com- 


promise, She sets instinct higher than 
reason, and Creon has to kill her, for 
he believes only in Reason. 

: Also deserving its success, is Asmo- 
dee by Mauriac. A young man fancies 
himself as the devil Asmodee, who lifts 
roofs of houses, to look into people’s 
lives. The boy’s entrance into a family 
creates new problems and hastens the 
crisis of the existing ones. Also success: 
ful, was a fine revival of the classic 
Liliom, with Yves Robert in the title 
role, On a small stage in a tiny theatre, 
we saw a carnival, a wood, the deser- 
ted street, Heaven and Hell. It was a

SUBSTITUTION SILLINESS 
While we're in a complaining mood, we'd like to get a few re- 
marks regarding the rdiculous rules regulating substitution off our 


chest. 


It seems that the Canadian Rugby Union code states that 


there can be only one dozen replacements per quarter of a football 


kame, With two extra competitors allowed to enter 


the contest 


twice each period. Myer Insky, president of the Quebec Rugby 
Football Union and an executive member of the CRU writes in to 
comment on our criticism of the above regulations last week. While 
Stating that he agrees the present system could use some altera- 
tions, the QRFU prexy maintains that unlimited substitution would 
render the Canadian game liable to the same abuses practised 


below the border. 


Since at no time have we advocated unlimited substitution, 
that last argument is not a point of dispute here. But we do 
feel that the amount of replacements permitted should he in- 
creased greatly, and that there should he no limit on the number 
of times a player may enter the contest. Since the teams In the 
CIAU are allowed to dress only 24 men, such a setup could not 
be seriously misused. By the way, has anyone noticed the marked 
improvement In college ball since the player Ilmit was Increased 
from last year's 20? Now if its boosted again to around 30, we'll 
finally be escaping from the bush league code. 

ODDS AND ENDS 
Vie Obeck thinks that the American and Canadian games should 
Operate under the same set of regulations. He doesn't care which, 
says both games have their good points.

It has been the cxperience of a 
number of students to be unable to 
receive any attention whatever. 
either at or near the time request- 
ed. “By appointment only,” seems 
to be the slogan; and the appoint- 
ment is often so far advanced, that 


the patient either has time to en- 


gage a doctor at his own expense | 


and possibly save his life, or has 
time for a natural recovery and so 
has no need of the interview any- 
Way.
